2, The SHD is considering a plen te overrun the city with strong bands of *popular 
democratic revolutionaries” on the pretext of demonstrations for unity in Berlin. 
The Western Sector police is not considered a serious obstacle. Hands would not 
occupy or blockade administrative offices in the Western Sectors.
